Fires 

Campfires may be built in sp 
fied areas.

Picnickers andi 
campers should bring appro 
fuel. 


Pets 
Pets are allowed in most Uta 
state parks. When permitted, 
should be confined or on a le 
not longer than six feet. Pets 
not permitted on beaches or i 
lakes and streams. Seeing Eye 
are the only animals admitte 
park buildings.
